Claims 1, 5, 15-22, 26, 2, 4, 6, 8, 9, 11, 12, 14, 23, 25, 27 and 29 stand rejected. 

Applicants reserve the right to file divisional applications on all non-elected subject 
matter of the instant application. 

The Applicants mistakenly elected claims 16 and 39 in the August 8, 2002 Response, 
where claims 14 and 29 should have been elected. 

Claims 1, 5, 22 and 26 (all in part), 2, 4, 6, 8, 9, 1 1, 12, 14, 23, 25, 27 and 29 stand 
rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as unpatentable over Glase et al. and Zorn et al in view of US 
5,714,487 to Sanner. Applicants respectfully submit that the cited references do not teach or 
suggest the use of D4 agonist for treating sexual dysfunction. 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request allowance of the claims.
